Rational child st<'anns rasf Is rcvlvt-d 
by the releaite frdin Jolict penitentiary 
of John I. Collins on parole and hia 
admittance to the aoldlen' home at 
Danville. Collins was Implicated 
with Mrs. Ann IngerFoll In the Idd- 
napln of little Gerald Lapiner from 
hie home la Chlcaco on Decoration 
Day, 1900. 

The child waa Uken to Palneivllle, 
Ohio, and kept by the couple in a 
house about a mile from the town, 
where he was finally located after a 
long and sensational search. The 
kldnapeni were sent to the peniten- 
tiary for indeterminate terms. Both 
remained up to a few days ago. when 
Collins was paroled. Mih. Iiis»'rsoll is 
Btill detained at the institution. 

It came out at the trial that Mrs. 
Ingersoll was demented. She had 
met Collins, who is 70 years old, in 
California, while he was an inmate of 
a soldiers' home. She persuaded him 
to leave California with her and it 
was while they were passing through 
Chicago on their way to Palnesville 
that they met and kidnaped the Lapi- 
ner child. 

After the child had been restored to 
its parents. Police Sergeant Broderick, 
believing that Collins had taken part 
In the case imwillln>;ly, started a pe- 
tition for the release of the old boI- 
dier. At first the parents remained 
obdurate to the plans. hut.remenMMr- 
Ing the acts of kindness Collins had 
shown toward Cierald they signed the 
petition for bis release from the peni- 
tentiary.

Bishop Mensmer. while pleading ftor 
'unity In hc-irt and niiiul" for all Cath- 
olics, at tlif same time told the laity 
not to fear in their attitude of Amer- 
icansbip. He said they should obey 
their superiors In the matter of relig* 
Ion, but that the pope bad counseled 
straightforward progress in the path 
of their civic ronvictlons. 

Experimenting With Balloons. 
Utica, N. Y., Aug. 6.— Major Ruber 
and a detachment of the signal ser- 
vice balloon corps under First Lieu- 
tenant Clifton and Sergeant Bledsoe, 
of Fort -Myer, near Wathington, are 
now stationed at Frankfort, in the in- 
terest of the government in supervis- 
ing the construction of 11 captive hy- 
drogen gas balloons being made for 
use In the naval demonstration to be 
made by Rear Admiral Hipginson with 
the squadron off the Atlantic coast 
late in August.

Tlie settlement of the street railway 
strike here came about during the 
trial of a number of men, non-union- 
ists, who cam* here from Charlottes- 
ville, heavily armed to take the atrlk- 
ers places. Two were arrested and 
during the profiress of the trial the 
railway officials and the union officials 
withdrew to a private room at the 
city hall and after an hour's consulta- 
tion all announced that the prisoners 
should be ri lea.^cd, as a sat i-factory 
agreement had been reached and the 
Strike was practically at an end. 

It is understood that the railway 
company recogrilses the union and re- 
stores all disrharped employes to tludr 
former places. The strikers as a 
whole have not yet voted on the agree- 
ment, but they will likely abide by 
the officials' sAton. A final meeting 
will be held during the afternoon. 
Meanwhile cars are being operated by 
ntfn unionists, but no violence has re- 
sulted. 

One Man Shot. 
Shenandoah. Pa., Aug. 6.— There

The only 
disturbance that occurred, however, 
was at Girardville, six miles from 
here, where a workman cothing from 
the Qlrard washery, operated by W. It.

He 
had been engaged at work when he 
had been forbidden by the unton and 
hail been warned iseveral times to 
quit.

KENTLCKV CHOPS. 



Cern aad Tobacro Haye Saffered Freai Dry 
Weatker in Seae Sectioas af 
tbe State. 

IWeekly Bulletin of Weather Bureau, Aug. 5th. j 

liOcal raina.with hot, atioshiny weather, 
have greatly benefited crops in some sec- 
tiona, bnt the drouth continues severe in 
many localitiea, ao that crop conditlona 
and prospects are very diversified. 

Corn baa improved in many localitiea 
in the Boathem and weatem conntieii 
where the drouth was most severe; but 
the rains which caused this improvement 
were very scattered and many fields are 
seriously damaged by droath, eapecially 
early corn on nplanda. In the north- 
central and moat of tbe eastern counties 
com continuee to do wall, but tbe need 
of ndn ia begifkning to be felt. 

The average condition of the tobacco 
crop ia not good. In tbe weatern conn- 
tiea it bad a very poor atart and the dry 
weather has kept it backward and caused 
uuusiderable firing. It is doing fairly 
well in the nortfaeaatera eoantlea and 
the Blnegrass Region, but is h.irdly up 
to the average. There ia not much com- 
plaint of worms. 

Pastures and meadows need rain badly; 
the late showers were not sutlicient to 
give much growth. 

Gardens and minor crops have im- 
proved where there baa been enough 
rain to help them; some gardens are 
badly burned. Melons, atock peaa and 
sorghtrm have anffered. 

Fruit prospects are very unfavorable. 
Apples have nearly all dropped and aome 
grapea are rottiag. 

Farm work is well up. Plowing for 
wheat progressed where there was suf- 
ficient rain.
